REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Applicant has carefully reviewed and considered the Office Action 
mailed on August 9, 3005, and the references cited therewith. 

Claims 6, 8-10, and 14 are amended, and no claims are cancelled or 
added; as a result, claims 1, 3-6, and 8-14 are now pending in this application. 

§101 Rejection of the Claims 

Claims 6, 8-10, and 14 were rejected under 35 USC §101 because the 
claimed invention was directed toward non-statutory subject matter. Claims 6, 8- 
10, and 14 are drawn to functional descriptive material NOT claimed as residing 
on a computer readable medium. 

The Applicant has amended each of claims 6, 8-10, and 14 such that each 
claim is drawn to functional descriptive material that does reside on "a computer 
readable medium" and, as such, is in compliance with MPEP § 2106.IV.B.l(a). 
Therefore, Applicant respectfully submits that claims 6, 8-10, and 14 are directed 
toward statutory subject matter and now stand in condition for allowance. 
Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration and withdrawal of the § 101 
rejection for the above reasons.
